After  debate  and  discussion,  it 
became  obvious  that  many 
faculty  members  wanted  more 
time  to  mull  over  the  proposal. 
Gordon  Browne  recommended 
that  a  ballot  be  collected  a  week 
later,  so  as  to  give  all  members 
more  time  to  consider  Because 
of  a  sad  lack  of  parlimentary 
procedure,  the  amendment 
necessary  to  delay  voting  on  the 
motions  was  not  acted  on  for  over 
an  hour  After  a  week  the  secret 

margins  were  overwhelming 
Eighty  members  voted  for 
motion  one  with  nine  against. 
Motions  two  and  three  passed  by 
similar  majorities 

As  a  resuJt  of  the  vote,  on 
October  15th  a  memo  was 
circulated  that  included  the 
motion  to  be  considered  at 
October's  Faculty  Meeting.  It 
clarifies  the  chairperson's 
responsibilities,  dictates  rules  for 
election  of  the  chairperson,  and 
names  Robert's  Rules  of  Order  as 
a  basis  for  conduct  of  the 
meetings.  In  effect,  the  faculty  is 
saying  they  want  the  meetings  to 
be  run  by  a  chairman  they  have 
elected,  thereby  lessening  the 
possibility  of  having  the  meeting 
used  exclusively  as  a  forum  for 
administration  views.  This 
amendment  would  allow  the 
President  to  participate  more 
freely  in  the  meeting,  without 
fear  of  overstepping  his  primary 
role  as  chairman  that  of  a 
moderator      Ultimately,     it     is 


hoped  that  this  move  will  help 
initiate  a  more  free  exchange  of 
ideas  between  Faculty  and 
Administration  at  the  meetings 
Included  in  the  memo  with  the 
voting  results  was  the  1973 
Governance  Proposal,  which 
states  Faculty  position  regarding 
the  governance  of  the  college 
This  document  suggests  several 
far  reaching  changes  in  the 
present  structure,  clearly  seek- 
ing to  put  more  emphasis  on 
faculty  views  regarding  policy  at 
the  college  Recommendations 
include:  1  Formation  of  the 
"College  Meeting ",  consisting  of 
•'all  teaching  faculty,  ad- 
ministrative personnel,  one  per- 
cent of  the  student  body  ichosen 
and  ratified  by  the  Senate'  and 
two  members  of  the  non-pro- 
fessional staff"  2.  A  Steering 
Committee  of  five  members  to 
set  agenda,  call  special  meetings, 
publish  minutes,  and  make 
annual  recommendations  "as  to 
the  effectiveness  of  existing 
committees  and  the  need  for  new 
committees"  3  Changes  in  the 
standing  committee  structure 
which  would  make  them  com- 
mittees of  the  College  Meeting, 
thereby  having  them  report  their 
activities  and  recommendations 
directly  to  the  College  Meeting

Speaking  directly  to  the  article  concerning  the 
college  bookstore  in  the  September  28th  issue  of 
MOTHER,  I  believe  a  few  items  need  to  be  cleared 
up.  First  of  all,  the  survey  There  is  a  book  that 
can  be  found  in  most  libraries  called  "How  to  Lie 
With  Statistics."  The  book  shows  how  opinions 
obtained  through  surveys  can  be  misleading  by 
turning  right  into  left  and  down  into  up.  The 
survey  quoted  in  the  article  didn't  provide  me  with 
enough  information  Was  it  a  controlled  survey  or 
was  it  a  random  questioning9  Was  it  written  or 
spoken?  There  are  just  too  many  obscure  nuances 
to  be  reviewed  when  dealing  with  a  survey  as  a 
basis  for  a  character  assassination. 

Another  problem  in  newspaper  writing  is 
"getting  all  the  facts."  This  has  been  a 
consternation  of  newspeople  from  day  one.  What 
are  "all  the  facts"  and  where  does  a  writer  obtain 
them,  and  more  important,  how  are  these  facts 
interpreted9  I  don't  believe  that  the  B.E.O  G 
hassle  started,  nor  did  it  end  with  the  bookstore 
The  Financial  Aid  office,  the  Administration,  the 
Government,  the  Business  office  and  the  students 
themselves  all  had  a  hand  in  the  problem 
concerning  the  non-arrival  of  the  B.E.O  G 
checks  But  in  the  article  there  was  no  mention  of 
any  of  these  other  entities  The  author's  anger 
seemed  to  be  vented  directly  towards  the 
bookstore,  and  even  more  directly  to  the 
manager,  Allan  Berzofsky,  when  in  fact  many 
different  people  were  involved. 

Writing  is  an  important  responsibility;  a  duty 
not  to  be  shrugged  off  or  taken  lightly.  A

STUDENT  RALLY  76 


On  Friday  morning,  October  22,  600-700  students  attended  the 
Senate-sponsored  rally  for  faculty  support  This  meeting  was  called  to 
apprise  students  of  the  faculty's  contract  crisis  and  to  solicit  support  in 
obtaining  the  prompt  funding  for  their  contract.  Informative  and 
organized,  the  rally  quickly  accomplished  that  which  it  set  out  lo  do. 

Fact  sheets  were  distributed  at  the  door  which  outlined  both  the 
faculty's  specific  salary  problems  and  the  contract  points  whicli  would 
alleviate  them  In  a  brief  yet  forceful  statement.  Student  Senate 
President  Gerry  Grav  expanded  on  those  issues  contained  in  the  fact 
sheets  and  pointed  out  how  the  prolonged  delay  of  the  contract's  funding 
could  adversely  affect  the  students  According  to  Mr  Gray,  these 
affects  are  already  being  felt  The  faculty  has  implemented  a  work  stow 
down,  and  although  they  are  holding  classes  as  usual,  they  are  not 
attending  committee  meetings  and  they  have  reduced  office  hours  to  the 
minimum  five  hours  per  week  that  are  required  by  their  contracts  The 
remote  possibility  exists  that  should  this  slow  down  continue. 
accreditation  could  be  affected  Mr  Gray  went  on  to  encourage 
students   to   support   the   faculty   with   an   intensive   letter    writing

real  heroes  here  are  the  members  of  the  Student  Senate,  who  organized 
the  rally,  thereby  giving  the  students  an  opportunity  to  work  within  the 
system  in  a  very  real  way

The  salary  range  for  community  college 
faculty  is  from  $9,308.00  to  $23,158.00 

Nationally  the  average  salary  for  a  college 
teacher  is  $15,830,  while  the  average 
Massachusetts  Community  College  faculty 
member  makes  $14,213  a  difference  of  over  $1,600 
to  compound  this  inequality,  Massachusetts,  and 
Cape  Cod,  is  one  of  the  highest  cost  of  living  areas 

The  picture  becomes  even  grimmer.  The 
Community  College  faculty  have  received  no 
raise  at  all  in  three  years.  During  that  three  year 
time  period  the  cost  of  living  has  risen  42%  So  in 
actual  purchasing  power,  our  professors  have  lost 
money. 

What  are  the  teachers  asking  for?  Under 
contract  terms,  instructors  were  to  receive  a  6% 
pay  boost  in  September,  and  4%  raises  in  both  1977 
St  1978.  Full  professors  were  to  receive  5% 
increases  this  year  and  2%  the  next  two  years. 
Associate  and  assistant  professors  were  to  get  6% 
in  September  and  3%  in  1977  &  1978. 

If  the  proposed  cost  package  were  passed,  and 
the  cost  of  living  continued  to  escalate,  our 
professors  would  probably  still  be  below  the 
national  average.

Neil  Diamond  opened  his  first 
New  England  concert  in  many 
years  at  the  Providence  Civic 
Center    last    October    16.

STEVE  MILLER  BAND 

Steve  Miller  knows  the  sure  pop 
music  formula  to  singles  His  songs 
are  short,  simple,  catchy,  varied, 
and  intensely  commercial.  On  his 
new  album  Fly  Like  an  Eagle," 
Miller  and  company  touch  a  - 
number  of  bases— all  unoffensive 
and  averaging  under  four  minutes

The  morning  of  November  11  began  mild  and 
sunny.  An  ideal  day,  I  thought,  to  take  a  long  walk 
or  throw  a  football.  By  10  o'clock,  however,  it  had 
clouded  over  and  dropped  about  ten  degrees  in 
temperature  Under  the  cold  gray  sky  a  gathering 
of  about  150  people  observed  the  dedication  of 
Vietnam  Veterans  Memorial  Park. 

Beginning  promptly  at  11  o'clock,  the 
ceremony  took  place  in  back  of  the  gym,  by  the 
tennis  courts  Mark  Eames  conducted  the  affair 
and  introduced  the  six  guest  speakers,  among 
whom  were.  President  James  F.  Hall,  Senator 
John  Aylmer,  and  Representative-elect  Thomas 
Lynch.  An  honor  guard  from  the  Army  and  Air 
Force  at  Otis  AB,  as  well  as  Coast  Guard,  and  a 
Marine  representative  were  in  attendance,  as  was 
Sgt.  Robert  Fleckman.  who  performed  the 
National  Anthem  and  played  taps  at  the  closing  of 
the  ceremony. 

During  the  ceremony  a  low-flying  formation  of 
F-106  interceptors  roared  overhead  a  few  times, 
causing  the  speakers  to  pause  until  the  noise 
subsided  and  giving  the  newscamera  crews 
something  to  interject  into  their  coverage.  After 
being  interrupted  by  the  third  such  overflight,  Lt. 
Thomas  Gorman  remarked  that  someone  might 
have  to  call  them  and  tell  them  to  cut  it  out.  Lt. 
Gorman  was  the  only  military  speaker  of  the 


Absent  from  the  speakers'  themes  was  the 
erstwhile  thesis  of  America  the  intallable; 
Benefactor  of  Mankind,  with  God  on  her  side. 
Some  spoke  of  the  disillusionment  in  the 
government  and  military  caused  by  our 
involvement  In  Vietnam.  Senator  Aylmer  spoke  of 
the  war  causing  the  American  people  to  try  to 
define  more  closely  the  goals  and  ideals  of  this 
nation  Don  McCullough 's  presentation  was  on 
more  of  a  personal  level  He  spoke  of  those  ones 
who  died  or  were  disabled  doing  a  job  they  may  or 
may  not  have  agreed  with,  and  that  they  wouldn't 
be  forgotten.  America,  he  said,  will  remember 
Vietnam  and  the  costly  lessons  we  learned  from  it. 
Games  will  be  won  and  lost  on  this  newly 
dedicated  field,  and  those  people  so  venerated  will 
be  honored  by  a  living  memorial  of  others  living 
life  to  its  spirited  fullness. 

Closing  the  ceremony  was  a  benediction  by  Dr 
Allan  Broadhurst  and  the  unveiling  of  the 
memorial  stone.  Nick  Tourles  then  read  the 
closing  prayer,  which  he  composed  himself. 

Wine,  cheese,  and  sandwiches  were  served 
afterward  in  the  school  cafeteria.  Credit  must  be 
given  to  Nick  Tourles  and  the  group  of  Dental 
Hygenists  who  assisted  him  in  setting  up  and 
dispensing  the  refreshment  Also,  I'd  like  to  thank

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A  few  years  back,  who  would  have  though)  that 
students  on  community  college  campuses  would  be 
asked  to  evaluate  the  perormance  of  their  teachers? 
From  the  earlier  years  of  "hush-hush"  student  records, 
there  has  emerged  an  era  of  openness  (or  should  I  say, 
exposure!)  thai  will  effect  bolh  students  and  teachers. 
On  this  campus,  as  well  as  on  all  other  community 
college  campuses  in  the  Stale  of  Massachusetts,  the 
students  have  evaluated  the  performance  of  their 
teachers  according  to  one  of  three  masler  question- 
answer  forms.  Signed  evaluation  sheets  have  been  sen! 
to  a  "grand  computer"  in  Springfield  to  be  qualified.  A 
sheet  of  collected  information,  omitting  students 
names,  will  then  be  distribuled  to  the  teacher  involved. 
Upon  a  teacher's  relinquishing  of  this  semesler's  grades, 
the  raw  dala  (including  student's  names)  will  be  made 
available  to  any  teacher  who  wishes  to  see  them. 

As  outlined  above,  this  system  of  teacher  evaluation 
seems  lo  be  clear-cut  and  fair  to  both  parties  (student 
and  teacher).  However,  on  this  campus  •mass-teacher- 
evaluation"  has  been  met  with  both  open-armed 
acceptance  and  critical  skepticism. 

Some  advocating  statements  have  been  expressed  by 
students,  teachers,  and  even  administrators.  One 
studenl  saw  the  evaluation  exercise  as  being  potentially 
e  and  effective.

There  is  no  way  I  am  going  to  sign  my  name  to  a 
teacher  evaluation  and  be  truthful.''  Students  in  fear  of 
their  grades  were  on  their  guard  in  filling  oul  these 
evaluations.  This  factor  probably  had  a  very  negative 
effect  on  the  validity  of  the  lesls.  Though  it  has  been  said 
that  teachers  will  not  be  able  lo  receive  the  raw  data  till 
after  the>  have  presented  lo  administration  their  grades 
for  this  semester,  skepticism  still  exists. 

Also,  there  are  other  miscellaneous  drawbacks. 
Besides  this  evaluation  system  costing  an  enormous 
amount  of  money,  it  is  also  an  invasion  of  privacy  on 
both  the  students  Hnd  faculty.  Furthermore,  it  is  my  fear 
that  Ihese  evaluation  procedures  could  have  a  bad 
influence  on  ihe  present  goodwill  between  leathers  and 
students  here  on  this  campus.  To  summarize.  I  would 
have  lo  agree  wilh  a  student  that  the  whole  thing  is 
"ludicrous!" 


Equal  Representation 


On  November  30th  at  12  30,  President  James  Hal) 
stepped  down  as  chairman  of  the  Faculty  Meeting  Dr 
David  Scanlon  was  elected  as  acting  chairperson  for  the 
remainder  of  this  school  year's  monthly  meetings.  In 
accepting  the  resolution  concerning  the  election  of  a 
chairperson  tn  Ociobei,  Ihe  President  stated  that,  "u  is 
appropriate  and  in  keeping  with  more  traditional 
campus  governance  procedures  to  have  an  elected 
chairperson  for  our  meeting." 

President  Hall's  action  will  lead  to  much  greater 
cooperation  between  Faculty  and  Administration  so  we 
can,  as  President  Hatl  said,  "begin  resolving  the  major 
problems  we  face  as  a  college  in  the  remaining  years  of 
the  70's ."  I  applaud  this  decision  that  will  ultimately 
result  in  a  smoother  running  community.  I  wish  Dr 
Scanlon  success  in  his  new  role,  and  feel  he  is  an 
excellent  choice  to  initiate  unity  at  this  school. 

In  October,  President  Hall  also  accepted  a  resolution 
concerning  the  reforming  of  the  Governance 
Committee  that  was  dissolved  in  1974.  He  called  for, 
"the  immediate  implementation  of  a,  "Governance 
Study  Committee."  Just  prior  to  announcing  his 
decision.  President  Hall  said.  "I  believe  strongly  in 
shared  governance."  and  that  "The  governance  study 
needs  to  proceed  and  reach  a  conclusion  with  the 
ultimate  adoption  of  new  procedures  and  policies." 

In  1974  theGovemance  Committee,  made  up  of  three 
administrators,  three  faculty,  and  three  students, 
worked  many  hours  lo  reach  several  conclusions  that 
should  be  a  tremendous  aid  to  the  new  Study 
Committee  Previously,  in  1973.  a  Governance 
proposal  stating  faculty  position  regarding  governance

released,  and  this  also  should  assist  the  new 
:  being  formed  This  document  calls  for  the 
formation  of  a  "College  Meeting"  that  would  act  as  a 
college  "Congress"  with  input  from  the  Faculty 
Professional  Committee,  the  Student  Senate,  and  the 
school's  various  standing  committees  Membership 
would  include  all  leaching  faculty  and  administrative 
personnel,  two  members  of  the  non-professional  staff. 
and  one  percent  of  the  student  body 

Shared  governance  implies  input  from  every  section 
of  the  college  community,  yet  several  members  of  the 
administration  and  faculty  see  this  one  percent  as  being 
too  many  voting  students  This  point  was  at  an  impass 
when  the  Governance  Committee  dissolved  in  1974. 


President  on  such  important  matters  as  curriculum, 
guidance  and  counseling,  evaluation,  and  hiring 
procedures.  As  the  consumers  of  the  educational 
process  students  can  offer  invaluable  insights  into  these 
areas  and  offer  viewpoints  that  can  not  come  from 
either  Faculty  or  Administration  members.  Students 
must  play  an  integral  part  in  deciding  how  their 
education  can  best  be  forwarded,  and  in  reflecting  on 
how  the  process  can  be  improved  for  those  that  will  be 
here  in  the  future. 

In  accepting  the  resolution  to  implement  the 
Governance  Study  Committee.  President  Hall  requests 
that  the  Faculty  Professional  Committee  appoint  four 
members,  the  Executive  Council  to  appoint  four 
administration  members;  and  the  Student  Senate  to 


Shared  governance  immediately  falls  flat  on  us  face  if 
membership  of  this  committee  is  lop-sided  in  its  ratio  of 
students  to  faculty  and  administration  Students  must 
not  be  short-changed  by  lack  of  input  to  this  committee 
If  the  ratio  is  imbalanced.  the  students  will  inevnabK 
find  themselves  being  constantly  swayed  towards 
decisions. that  will  not  benefit  them.  Without  equal 
representation  on  the  Governance  Study  Committee, 
the  students  are  unlikely  to  have  adequate 
representation  at  the  "College  Meeting."  If  we  are 
talking  about  shared  governance,  why  accept  a  watcred- 


sion? 


For 


long,  students  have  passed  through  this 
college  with  a  high  school  attitude  of  waning  to  be  told 
what  to  do.  We  tend  to  accept  this  because  school  has 
always  been  thai  way  The  time  has  come  for  students  to 
lake  part  in  decisions  that  affect  us  more  than  anyone 
else.  If  there  is  student  dissatisfaction  about  courses, 
grading,  curriculum,  financial  policy  or  hiring 
procedures,  there  must  be  a  place  for  us  to  express  our 
desires  and  take  appropriate  action  The  setup  of  the 
"College  Meeting"  would  allow  for  the  representation 
needed  One  percent  of  the  student  body  is  currently 
sixteen  students,  and  this  would  mean  sixteen  votes  at 
such  a  meeting.  Why  settle  for  less?  Students  must  have 
strong  input  in  deciding  our  future. 

Shared  governance  is  not  a  cure-all.  As  a  school  we 
face  a  rapidly  changing  future.  But  we  must  face  these 
changes  as  a  united  community.  There  is  really  no  other

prescribed  bya  physician,  will  be  subject  todi 
action  including  dismissal  as  adjudged  by  the  Judiciary 
Board  and  the  President  In  addition,  the  college 
remains  cognizant  of  its  responsibilities  to  ihe  civil 
authorities  Operating  within  this  framework  we  take 
the  following  approach: 

1.  We  urge  students  who  seek  information,  advice  or 
counsel  regarding  drugs  to  contact  (acuity  advisors, 
members  of  the  dean  of  Students  staff  or  the  Health 
Service  and  we  shall  help  them,  maintaining  complete 
confidence  in  relationships.  We  are  also  prepared  lo 
refer  students  to  appropriate  professionals  (medical, 
legal,  psychiatric,  etc.)  according  to  the  needs  of  the 
individual  student.  This  will  also  be  held  in  complete 
confidence 

2.  A  student,  however,  who  ignores  opportunities  for 
help  and  assistance  and  who  willfully  violates  our 
policies  and  the  law  faces  disciplinary  action. 

!t  is  incumbent  upon  all  of  us  in  the  academic 
community  to  assume  responsibility  for  the  health, 
safety  and  welfare  of  ail  who  are  members  of  this 
community.  I  urge  students  to  become  actively 
concerned  and  involved  in  a  leadership  role  with  their 
peers  in  this  regard.  1  remind  the  college  community 
that  there  is  the  possibility  of  hard  drugs  being  used  by 
students  at  this  and  other  campuses  across  the  country. 
I  am  pleased  lo  report  that  responsible  students  in  most
